O. J. Kern, superintendent of Win 
nebago county schools, spoke to the 
County Teachers’ association of Ill­ 
inois on rural education and show­ 
ed many lantern slides, several of 
them beautifully colored, 
to 
illus­ 
trate eleven years of his successful 
work in school improvement. This is 
probably ine finest list of pictures in 
existence showing a wide range 
in 
transformation from very poor 
t > 
very attractive school 
houses 
and 
grounds and great differences in the 
comfort, sanitation and 
beauty 
ui 
the school room. He said: 
Education foi* country life should 
make that life more satisfying Many 
fanners that moMe to town for bet­ 
ter privileges shorn to forget they 
have any responsibility t.o the little 


country school left benind, and of­ 
ten instruct 
their tenants to vote 
for school officers who will keep the 
tiix rate down. Such an educational 
policy never will develop strong inert 
and women to restore and maintain 
the fertility of the land 
*nd tints 
make possible a permanent system 
of agriculture. It cannot make the 
country life satisfying to the young 
people. 
Better Financial 'Support. 
Dollar wheat, 10 cent hogs, 
fib 
cent corn on $100 and $200 
land 
means a better school for all 
tin 
county. It is not necessary to dig up 
the country home by tin* roots and 
take it to the city in order that the 
boys and girls may have 
a better 
school. It is questionable whether a 
city school, no matter how good, can 
furnish the particular training for 
a richer country life. Only a reor­ 
ganized vitalized country school can 
solve the problem. 
And the new 
country school cannot at all begin 
the solution of this problem unless 
the farmers believe more in 
their 
own schools and Support them bet­ 
ter. There is no other way. A train­ 
ed teacher in a good sanitary house 
with beautiful grounds is the great 
thing needed. 
Satisfying Only in Money. 
A bin of high bred corn or a fine 
car load of hogs is all right. 
The 
farm must make money. But so f a r 
country life is satisfying only in 
a 
financial way and many farmers are 
staying on the soil only long enough 
to get financial satisfaction and then 
escaping with their families to the 
cities. 
W e should have the 100- 
bushel farmer who finds a pleasure 
in 
remaining in 
the country. The

make operative our lives that great 
quality of gratitude with all its ilium 
inati.ng power.

Any definite claim regarding the or­ 
igin of Thanksgiving day and its cus­ 
toms is somewhat obscure 
A modern 
popular belief ascribes it« exclusively 
to our Pilgrim forefathers, but this 
idea is erroneous. 
It is quite pos­ 
sible that the original idea may have 
been given in the Hebrew "feast of 
the tabernacles’’ or "feast of the in­ 
gathering’’ at the close of the year. 
Then families gathered together, dwelt 
in booths and gave thanks for the 
bounty of the harvest. 
European history 
records 
several 
notable 
thanksgiving 
observances, 
among which was that following the 
battle of Crecy, when Edw ard i l l is- 
su< d orders that ail boasting of the 
valor of the English arm y and all 
insulting of the conquered should be 
restrained for "to God alone was due 
the praise «and to him thanks should 
be given.” 
A fter the «lack Prince 
had won the decisive battle of Po i­ 
tiers, a solemn 
thanksgiving 
was 
publicly 
observed 
throughout 
all 
England for eight days. 
The destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish arm ada was an­ 
other occasion for a season of prayer 
and thanksgiving proclaimed by En g ­ 
land’s queen, Elizabeth. Probably one 
of the most notable observances in all 
Europe was the great day of rejoicing 
on October 3, 1575, when the people 
with songs, and yet with tears, gave 
thanks for the relief of Leyderfi 
The observance o f occasions, for 
thanksgiving lu their native country 
may have suggested the idea to - the 
early 
colonist», 
but 
Thanksgiving 
day as It is now observed is essen­ 
tially an Am erican institution. 
No definfte date can be set as the 
first observance of the 
day in this 
country. 
In 
1621 the 
Pilgrim s at 
Plym outh observed a harvest festival 
which, judged by their Puritan cus­ 
toms. was not in any sense a thanks­ 
giving. 
Several 
writers, 
however, 
claJni it as the progeniter of our own 
harvest feast, and state that it was 
in reality the first Thanksgiving, 
it 
certainly differs 
from 
our modern 
ideas, in that no religious service is 
mentioned, and a whole 
week was 
given up to festivity. 
The 
biblical 
Jew ish feast of ingathering 
already 
mentioned or the harvest home of 
England may have furnished the mo­ 
tive to the colonists for their own 
harvest festival. 
The first 
recorded appointment of 
a special thanksgiving day was in 
1623. 
The previous year had been a 
gloomy and unfortunate one for the 
colonists, the rapid d e le tio n of their 
stoie of food supplies and the delay 
of a sh/> bearing fresh supplies great­ 
ly intensifying their anxiety. 
Their 
condition must have l>een discourag­ 
ing, Indeed, for no autumnal thanks­ 
giving was observed and the coming 
ot 
winter increased their sufferings. 
A great drouth in 1623 not Jong after 
the spring planting threatened the en­ 
tire settlement with starvation, and 
in order to avert the terrible calam ity 
a day of hum iliation and prayer w*as 
appointed, and in the midst of the 
solemn observance the rain descended 
and proved real "showers of bless­ 
ing.” 
The crops were saved and the 
colony was Spared the horrors of star­ 
vation. 
And so, as a 
grateful ac­ 
knowledgement of their blessings, and 
to thank God "w ith all their hearts 
for Hie good world 
and the good 
things in it,” 
the 
first 
Am erican 
Thanksgiving was officially proclaim ­ 
ed 
and 
was duly celebrated. 
The 
people with one accord gathered in 
tlie church and listened to a sermon 
preached by Eld er Brewster and ev­ 
ery heart was filled with deep thanks­ 
giving. 


The little colony had occasion again 
for second public thanksgiving Ju ly 
8, 1630, after the arrival of 14 vessels 
bringing 840 colonists. 
Their num­ 
bers from 1620 to 163d hffd increased 
to only 300, and this welcome acces­ 
sion to their numbers deserved a 'su it­ 
able recognition.

ance. 
The same Congress which pre­ 
pared the article« of consideration to 
be adopted by tbe colon ies-¡he Con­ 
gress of 1777—-also adopted a resolu­ 
tion setting apart the lgtfcj day of De­ 
cember, 1777, to be observed as a day 
of solemn thanksgiving 
and 
praise 
throughout the United States. 
Washington during Hi’s first admin­ 
istration 
issued 
two 
thanksgiving 
proclamations, one in 1789 and the 
other in 1795 just after the suppres­ 
sion of the "w h isky rebellion, ’ which 
Lad threatened to be a serious men­ 
ace to the peace of th^ country, and 
President Madison issued one i» 1813 
upon the declaration of peace. 
The 
colonial custom, however, was 
fol­ 
lowed in the early years of the nation 
and the proclamation« were made by 
the governors 
The same rule was 
later observed in the western states, 
the population of which was largely 
people from New England or New 
York, and gradually the governor» of 
tbos© states and also the southern 
slates followed ihe initiative taken by 
the governor of New York in 1817, 
and 
issued 
annual 
proclamations 
Gov. Johnson of V irgin ia adopting it 
in 1855 and in 1858 a Thanksgiving 
day was proclaimed in eight of the 
southern states. 
• 
The day had naturally grown to bo 
almost universally observed as a na­ 
tional institution when President L in ­ 
coln, during the civil war, issued his 
first proclamation in 1862, on account 
of the first important victory of the 
national arms. 
A second proclama­ 
tion was issued by him in 1863, and . 
that year marked t.hie beginning of ( I n q u i r e 
a t 
tue presidential proclamation of the 
annual Thanksgiving in 
November, 
his proclamation of 1864 designating 
¡he last Thursday in November, as 
the day to he observed. 
Since that 
time the anitual proclamation for a 
national thanksgiving has been made 
by the president, the governors of the 
states following thi© example and of­ 
ficially recognizing the day named by 
the chief executive ,the president. 
It Is unfortunate for the nation that 
the "ears have brought a decline in 
the real spirit of the original Thanks­ 
giving. 
The annual proclamation now 
does not, to the m ajority of people, 
mean so much a day set apart, for 
prayer and ¡praise and thanksgiving 
as it does a t im e ’for feasting and 
mirth. 
W hile the churches are an­ 
nually opened on that day and the 
causes for thanksgiving annually re­ 
hearsed by the m inisters of the gos 
pel, the 
dim inishing 
con gie gat ions 
proclaim silently what is none the 
les- a fact, that the minds of the peo­ 
ple on Thanksgiving .day are more 
occupied with the thoughts of the tur­ 
key and plum pudding than they are 
in ih e return of thanks to the G iver 
of every good-gift. 
An even cursory 
review of the thanksgiving of our 
own and other countries will show 
that the present lax observance anu 
the failure to keep the real spirit of 
thanksgiving augurs ill rather than 
good for the coming generations, for, 
centuries ago, when the people were 
told that "it is a good thing to give 
thanks unto the Lord-,” they 
were 
taught a truth whdeh is as. vital today 
as it ever was, namely, that ingrati- 
nide is a sin. 
It may be that the na­ 
tion needs to learn anew what is the 
real spirit of Thanksgiving.
